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CADET NURSES 

The Sonoma County College of Nursing is sponsored jointly by the Santa Rosa Junior 
College and the Sonoma County Hospital. The sciences—biological, physical, and so¬ 
cial are taught at the Junior College. The Sonoma County Hospital serves the College 
of Nursing as a practice field. Clinical experience is given the student in the following 
fields: medical, surgical, maternity, pediatrics, communicable, psychiatric, tuberculosis, 
and public health nursing. 

The Sonoma County Hospital is approved by the American College of Surgeons, and 
is an active member of the American Hospital Association. It is a 430-bed institution 
maintaining an acute division, a chronic and custodial division, and Oak Knoll Sani¬ 
tarium. 

In back of the Sonoma County Hospital is situated the newly constructed home for 
student and cadet nurses. And quite a home it is; thirty-five bedrooms, a library, living 
room, kitchen, dining hall, and a recreation room. The building was erected within the 
span of a year and accommodates at present the seventy student nurses studying here 
under the guidance of the Sonoma County Hospital directors and physicians. 

The nurses, who were previously residing in the Bailey and Slater Houses, moved 
into their new home early in June. The major part of the funds for construction of the 
building was furnished by the Government; the remainder by Sonoma County. 

Miss Edna Behrens, Director of the Sonoma County College of Nursing, along 
with Dr. Barnett, former medical director, first started the nursing school. It was their 
idea to start plans for a residence for the nurses, plans which were enlarged upon within 
the past year.
